(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To surely delete an 
image of a user s body for holding an original by 
specifying a temperature distribution by measurement 
of infrared irradiation volume though an area pressed 
by a user of an original surface is discriminated, based 
on the temperature distribution of the original surface. 



SOLUTION: A preliminary scanning and a main 
scanning are executed for one original image by a 
book scanner 1. A state of bend, a size of the original, 
ground luminance of the original, etc., of a spread 
surface S1 are measured and also the area pressed 
by the user is detected, based on pick up information 
of the preliminary scanning. A visible cut filter 352 is 
arranged in a light path of image pickup when the 
preliminary scanning is performed, visible light from 
the original surface toward a line sensor 31 is 
reduced, infrared light is made incident in the line 
sensor 31 and the image of the temperature 
distribution of the spread surface S1 is picked up. Consequently, a position pressed by 
user is detected by utilizing a difference of temperature. 
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
